Beverage Plant 
at Anaheim is 
Being Planned 


Negotiations for the erection of 
a $5,000,000 health beverage plant 
at Anaheim for the Bartlett 
Products Company, manufacturers 
of a well-known drink, are being 
completed, it was karned yester- 
day from members of a special 
committee drafting an agreement 
for the project. The Anaheim In- 
dustrial Land Company is necotiat- 
ing with the concern for the loca- 
tion of the plant on twenty-five 
acres of land, which G. M. Bart- 
lett. head of the company, owns. 

The products company, it is 
learned, has bad a num of 
Southern California cities in view 
for possible location of the plant, 
but it is believed Anaheim is the 
favor«d site. 

According to present plans ,three 
years will be required for con- 
structing and equiping the build- 
ings. It is proposed to erect at 
once two one-story structures, with 
a depth of 200 fect and a width of 
60 feet. Adjacent to the struc- 
tures is planned an auditorium for 
employees which will seat in ex- 
ceas of 700. 

The company agrees to estab- 
lish a factory if residents of Ans 
beim will subscribe $100,000 to- 
ward the selling corporation.
